1 . EMBOFF AUGUST 5 PASSED MESSAGE IN REF B TO MIGUEL 
SCHWEITZER JR. AS INSTRUCTED. IN CHARACTERISTICALLY BLUNT 
FASHION, SCHWEITZER SAID THAT HE UNDERSTOOD THE MESSAGE WELL: 
THE USG WAS USING THE BIG STICK. EMBOFF COMMENTED THAT HE 
WOULD NOT PUT IT SO DRAMATICALLY. RATHER. IT SEEMED TO HIM 
THAT THE DEPARTMENT WAS EXPRESSING THE FACTS OF LIFE: NO 
MATTER WHO MIGHT OBJECTIVELY BUNAT FAULT FOR A BREAKDOWN 
BETWEEN THE UNHRC WORKING GROUP AND CHILE, THE LATTER WOULD 
LOSE. 

2. SCHWEITZER SAID HE ANTICIPATED THAT THE WORKING GROUP'S 
RESPONSE TO FONMIN CARVAJAL'S LETTER OF JULY 2 (PARA THREE, 

REF A) WOULD LEAVE THE GOC IN THE AIR: IT WOULD NOT FULLY 
SATISFY THE GOC, BUT IT WOULD NOT GIVE THE GOC AN OBVIOUS 
REASON NOT TO GO TO GENEVA. SCHWEITZER SAID HE WAS REPORING 
TO FONMIN CARVAJAL AUGUST 6 ON HIS VISIT TO NEW YORK AND 
WOULD DISCUSS THE EMBASSY'S MESSAGE THEN. HE HOPED TO REPORT 
BACK CARVAJAL'S REACTION. 

3. SCHWEITZER CONTINUED THAT HERETOFORE THE GOC HAD HAD IN 
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WG CLEARLY FAIL. NOW. HOWEVER, IT HAS MADE AN ANALYSIS OF THE 
IMPLICATIONS OF FAILURE, SO THAT THE QUESTION COULD BE 
CONSIDERED IN CLEAR TERMS OF NATIONAL INTEREST. THERE ARE 
SOME WITHIN THE GOC WHO WOULD LIKE TO SEE A FAILURE, WHICH 
THEY ANTICIPATE COULD BE USED TO STRENGTHEN THE GOC'S DOMESTIC 
POLITICAL POSITION. SCHWEITZER HIMSELF WOULD COUNSEL FONMIN 
CARVAIAL TO PROPOSE AN IN-DEPTH BRIEFING SESSION WITH 
PRESIDENT PINOCHET AFTER THE WG LETTER IS RECEIVED. SO THAT 
THE ENTIRE QUESTION COULD BE CONSIDERED WITH THE CARE IT 
DESERVES. HE SAID THAT THE ISSUE HAD NEVER BEEN GIVEN SUCH 
TREATMENT. 
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
